One Of Pit Bulls Died 
'Tropic' Jury 


17 Days Ago, D.A. Says Deliberating 


One of nine pit bulldogs, im­ 
pounded from the Sequeira 
Ranch in Marinwood in Octo­ 
ber, died by strangulation at 
the Marin County Humane So­ 
ciety shelter 17 days ago, the 
district attorney’s office dis­ 
closed late yesterday. 
Mel L. Morse, executive sec­ 
retary of the humane society, 
reported the death of the dog 
in a letter to the district at­ 
torney on Nov. 30. Deputy Dist. 
Atty. P. Roy Vallarino, who has 
been in charge of the Sequeira 
pit-bull dog-fighting case, said 
yesterday was the first occa­ 
sion he had to disclose the 
death of the animal to the Se- 
queiras’ attorney, William 0. 
Weissich. Vallarino said the 
dog has been disposed of. 
Weissich was indignant that 
the dog’s death had not been 
reported sooner. He said the 
incident would probably have 
been kept under wraps even 
longer had not Judge Joseph 
Wilson ordered the dogs re­ 
leased for a two-hour exercise 
tomorrow morning.

Has The Nativity 


Despite ACLU

The Nativity scene went 
back in its usual Christmas 
season place on the county 
courthouse lawn today. 
The lighted tableau of 
the Christ child in the man­ 
ger is dilapidated. The sheep 
are missing—damaged beyond 
repair by weather and vandal­ 
ism. The Christ child himself 
has lost an arm to a vandal. 
In such disrepair is the scene 
that directors of the San Raafel 
Chamber of Commerce, which 
owns it, had decided not to dis­ 
play it this year. 
ON MONDAY 
Then, on Monday afternoon, 
the county board of supervisors 
heard a* letter from Milen C. 
Dempster of Mill Valley, chair­ 
man of the Marin Chapter of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, reporting “many com­ 
plaints from residents . . . on 
constitutional grounds” against 
the display of the birth of 
Christ on public property. 
An outpouring of demand 
for the traditional display fol­ 
lowed publication of the ACLU 
protest. 
Said Jordan L. Martinelli Jr., 
chamber president: 
DISREPAIR’ 
“The San Rafael Chamber of 
Commerce some time ago de­ 
cided not to install its Nativity 
scene on the courthouse lawn 
this year. The figures of people 
and animals were in a state 
of disrepair due to vandalism 
and weather. 
It was felt the 
funds necessary for their re­ 
placement should be put to­ 
ward new street decorations in­ 
stead. 
“However, the recent shock­ 
ing and appalling attack on 
the right of people to commem­ 
orate an accepted historical 
event (wihch has, incidentally, 
tremendous significance for the 
entire Christian world), has 
caused the chamber of com­ 
merce to reverse its decision.” 
The chamber directors or­ 
dered the display installed “to 
serve as a reminder of the 
Christmas story and to stand as 
a rebuff to those who would 
destroy our American tradi­ 
tions,” said Martinelli.

UP Colo­ 
rado officials searched today 
for the cause of the school bus- 
train collision that killed 20 
children yesterday. 


An official of the Colorado 
Highway Safety Council said 
poor visibility resulting from 
frosted windows may have con­ 
tributed to the accident. 


The council’s executive sec­ 
retary, Merf Evans, said in a 
report to Atty. Gen. Duke Dun­ 
bar that “90 per cent of all 
school buses in Colorado are 
overloaded.” 


This was not a factor in the 
Greeley tragedy, however. The 
bus load was 23 passengers be­ 
low its capacity at the time of 
the crash. 


Thirteen children are in a 
hospital. Four others among 
the 37 children aboard were 
treated and released. The driv­ 
er, Duane Harms, 23, suffered 
minor injuries and shock. 


They were in a late model, 
60-passenger bus sliced apart 
at 8:05 a.m. by the Union Pa­ 
cific’s 16 car passenger train, 
City of Denver, at a rural cross­ 
ing near here. 
The streamliner, 90 minutes 
late because of Christmas bag­ 
gage delays en route from 
Chicago to Denver, was travel­ 
ing 79 miles an hour. Railroad 
officials said that was normal 
speed. 
Herbert F. Sommers, 64. a 
Union Pacific engineer for 22 
years, said the bus did not stop 
at the crossing, marked by

The crash was Colorado's 
worst highway accident. In

State patrolmen said the die­ 
sel locomotive struck the rear 
of the bus near the dual wheels.

U.S. Seen Orbiting 


Space Man 24 Hours 


HOUSTON (l)PD — America 
plans 
to orbit 
a 
spaceman 
around the earth for 24 hours 
next year. 
Walter C. Williams, deputy 
d i r e c t o r of the Houston 
manned spaceflight center, re­ 
vealed these plans by the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration last night in a 
talk before the Gulf Coast 
chapter of Signa Delta Chi 
journalism fraternity. 
He said the astronaut would 
make 18 trips around the earth 
before being brought back. 
Early next year, NASA plans 
to send an astronaut into orbit 


three times around the earth. 
The trip is expected to last 
four and one-half hours. 
Williams said the 24-hour 
orbital flight will be the n e x t! 
step, and should come within 
the next 12 months. He men­ 
tioned the day-long flight in 
outlining NASA’s plans for an 
eventual shot to put man on 
the moon. 
Williams said the third step 
in the current Mercury pro­ 
gram will be a space shot with 
a vehicle carrying two astro­ 
nauts. 
“This would bridge the gap 
between the Mercury and apol- 


lo (moon shot) programs,” he 
said. 
WTIliams explained that the 
two-man space vehicle will be 
capable of “rendezvousing and 
docking” in space with another 
manned vehicle. It would be 
able to transfer men or equip­ 
ment and blasting off, while in 
orbit, for the moon.

scene,” declared Pierce. “And 
yet you are being asked to say 
that Mr. Pershina knew it was 
obscene . . . In the name of 
justice, I ask you to acquit 
Franklin Pershina.”

T O D A T S EDIT O RIAL 
Officials Should Represent 
Us, Not Just Govern Us 


Both Behr and Blair have acquitted 
themselves admirably since the ballot 
box verdict became known a fortnight 
ago. 
The victor in the recall e l e c t i o n , 
newly installed Supervisor Peter Behr, 
displayed 
some 
considerable 
intelli­ 
gence right on election night when he 
refrained from making any off-the-cuff 
remarks which might later appear to 
have been ill-considered. 
Ex-supervisor J. Walter Blair, too. 
has borne his defeat with dignity and 
grace. Unlike some of his extremist sup­ 
porters, he has not stooped to impugn­ 
ing the motives of his political adversar­ 
ies. 
But most of all we have been impress­ 
ed favorably with Behr's conduct since 
election. 
He has had appropriately good words 
for the way Blair personally behaved 
during the rather heated recall cam­ 
paign. 
He h2s been most conciliatory toward 
Board Chairman William D. Fusselman 
and Supervisor George Ludy, whose ma­ 
jority control of county matters was 
smashed when their third man, Blair, 
met defeat. 
Again unlike some of his extremist 
supporters, Behr seems to give Fussel­ 
man and Ludy. as well as Blair, credit 
for acting in what they believed were 
the best interests of the county. 
Let us hope that Fusselman and Ludy 
perceive this reasonable and fair atti­ 


tude on Behr's part; and that they re­ 
spond in kind. 
And let us all remember that Behr as 
a Mill Valley city councilman establish­ 
ed himself as an independent thinker 
who doesn't always “go along" with the 
popular current of thought on policy 
questions. We expect we may even see 
some 4-to-l votes on the board of super­ 
visors, with Behr on the short end, be­ 
fore his term is up. 
From what we have seen of Behr's 
behavior so far, we are inclined to be­ 
lieve (as well as fervently hope) that he 
will remember to be the representative 
of ALL the people in his district. 
This, as we noted in this space early 
in Blair's term, Blair seemed to forget 
at times. This, in our view, was the real 
underlying cause of his ultimate recall. 
During and since the recall campaign, 
there have been statements that the re­ 
call device was somehow misused. 
We don't think so. Perhaps it would 
be better used more often when office 
holders seem to act contrary to the 
wishes of substantial numbers of their 
constituents. 


In a republic we do not elect office 
holders to govern us as much as we elect 
them to represent us. When they don't 
represent the majority view, a change 
seems wholly appropriate. 
As we say, it might be better if recall 
became a more commonly used device 
to keep government representative.

NEW YORK (/P—Sometime, 
years from now, my daugh­ 
ter will ask me around Christ­ 
mas what I appreciate most. 


If I am honest, I am sure 
I will have to tell her that the 
sweetest second of my ex­ 
istence was the one after I 
was sure that a man didn’t 
shoot me. through the head. 


At the close of World War 
II, another correspondent and 
I were poised at Pilsen, Czech­ 
oslovakia. It was about 55 
miles from Prague, and the 
Czechs sent men through the 
lines pleading for the Ameri­ 
cans to come and free their 
capital. 
This could not be done. A 


political line had been drawn. 
1 asked the commander of 
our area whether we corre­ 
spondents might move. He 
implied he had more import­ 
ant concerns at the moment, 
and shrugged us free to seek 
our own dismay.

WASHINGTON OP — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s quick trip to 
Latin America this week—a 
goodwill mission—is one more 
effort to mend fences in an 
area where the United States 
has often acted like a bull. 
It may shock many people 
in this country, when Latin 
Americans riot against the 
United States, to realize not 
everyone loves us. 
But the U. S. record in 
dealing with republics to the 
south has been less than ideal. 
It has been many things, not 
all of them nice. It has been 
indifferent, arrogant, unbear­ 
able, kind and forgetful. 


PRESIDENT M O N R O E’S 
doctrine in 1823—that Euro­ 
pean powers must keep hands 
off Latin America— wasn’t 
always as real as it was high- 
sounding. 
European 
powers 
didn’t 
keep hands off. Some, in fact, 
moved in and grabbed terri­ 
tory. The United States, de­ 
spite the doctrine, didn’t move 
in to throw them out by force. 
In short, for most of the 
last 
century 
this 
country 
wasn’t o v e r l y interested. 
There was contempt on both 
sides. The cultures were dif­ 
ferent, one largely Protestant 
and Anglo-Saxon, the other 
Catholic and Spanish. 
In this country President 
Theodore Roosevelt, speaking 
more 
contemptuously 
than 
any president of his southern 
neighbors, not only interpret­ 
ed the Monroe Doctrine as a 
stay out of Latin American 
order to Europeans but as a 
license for the United States 
to butt in. 
And it did, more than just 
a few times. For example: 
American Marines were sent 
into Nicaragua under Presi­ 
dent Taft and into Haiti and 
the Dominican Republic un­ 
der President Wilson. They 
stayed for years. 


THE UNITED STATES fi­ 
nally got self-conscious under 
President Harding who tried 
to repair some of the damage. 
But it was under President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’i “good 


neighbor” policy that the re­ 
lationship between the Ameri­ 
cas entered a new era aimed 
at cooperation and good will. 
Still, there were ups and 
downs even in Roosevelt's 
time although it was in this 
period that the United States 
shoveled money and other 
help into Latin America. 


After World War II, when 
communism became a menace 
in Europe and Asia, the Unit­ 
ed States pumped money in­ 
to both areas. In comparison 
it fed only driblets into Latin 
America. 


South Americans felt neg­ 
lected and showed it with sus­ 
picion 
and 
in 
time 
anti- 
American d e m o n s tra tio n s . 
They have resented the help 
given by the United States to 
Latin 
American 
dictators, 
help which enabled them to 
stay in the saddle. 


THROUGH THE LAST 30 
years or so there have been 
a number of inter-American 
conferences to establish bet­ 
ter hemisphere relations. 


The United States under 
President Eisenhower, while 
not directly intervening, in­ 
terfered in Guatemala in such 
a way that its government 
w as overthrown and one more 
pleasing to this country was 
established. 


Under the Kennedy admin­ 
istration, Washington backed 
a rebel invasion of Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba. It also put war­ 
ships off the Dominican Re­ 
public’s coast to discourage 
the return of a dictatorship 
there. 
Americans perhaps can, or 
can try to, justify some of 
the tactics of the U. S. gov­ 
ernment in the past. For some 
they can’t—at least not on the 
grounds of being a 
good 
neighbor. 


Understanding this makes 
it easier to understand why 
there is some anti American 
feeling in Latin America. 


Kennedy, with his program 
of Alliance for Progress, is 
trying hard now to create a 
better and new relationship.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—T h e 
district office of the U. S. 
bureau of land management 
has announced a new program 
of the U. S. Department of 
Interior to broaden representa» 
tion on boards w h i c h make 
recommendations for usage of 
public land. 


Neal D. Nelson announced in 
Sacramento that the advisory 
boards in the 10 w-estern pub­ 
lic land states and the national 
advisory board council will in­ 
clude representatives of the 
forest products industry, min­ 
erals industry, soil conserva­ 
tion, outdoor recreation, urban 
and suburban development and 
county and state government, 
as well as livestock and wild­ 
life. 
At present, membership 
on the boards has been limited 
to livestockmen and wildlife 
representatives. 


However. Nelson said the | 
baord's role is one of general 
policy and has no direct effect 


on actual usage of specific 
public lands. As such, the new 
policy w'ould have no immedi­ 
ate effect on a number of per­ 
sons who are occuping federal 
land 
by 
virtue 
of 
mining 
claims. 
While a number of 
eviction 
notices 
had 
b e e n 
served on these people, action 
has been suspended for 90 days 
to permit congress to consider 
the problems. 
In order for public land to 
be purchased, the land bureau 
must determine its sale into 
private ownership would be the 
best use for all concerned. And 
officials admitted the program 
of classifying the land 
for 
usage has been a very slow one. 
Nelson said the bureau in 
California had received 85,000 
applications from persons wish­ 
ing to purchase federal land 
under the small tract act and 
24.000 parcels had been sold. 


In February of this year, how­ 
ever, a moratorium was called 
on such purchases, in order to 
permit the bureau to work out 
from under the backlog. 


Officials said all personnel 
who might make studies of 
public land to determine its 
best usage had been tied up in 
investigating lands in “prob- 
! lem areas,” including those for 
which applications had been 
filed or those which might in­ 
terfere with other uses. 
As a result, since the bureau 
first was authorized to make 
studies to determine the best 
land usage, only 19 such de­ 
terminations have been made, 
involving 106,000 acres. 
The bureau has jurisdiction 
over some 16 million acres of 
public land in California which 
would be subject to such deter­ 
m ination.

Maris Voted Athlete Of The Year' 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Roger Maris of the New 
York Yankees, the American 
league’s most valuable player 
and home run champion and 
the man whose dramatic pur­ 
suit of Babe Ruth’s record en­ 
thralled the baseball world, is 
The Associated Press’ male 
athlete of the year for 1961. 
The outfielder, 27, who hit 
61 homers, a record for a sin­ 
gle season, was the overwhelm­ 
ing choice in the balloting by 
253 sports writers and broad­ 
casters in the annual AP poll. 
Paul Hornung, Green Bay’s 
outstanding halfback, was sec­ 


ond and Warren Spahn, Mil­ 
waukee’s 
veteran 
southpaw 
pitcher, was third. They were 
followed by Ernie Davis, All- 
America halfback from Syra­ 
cuse, and Mickey Mantle, Ma­ 
ris’ slugging teammate. 
Maris was named first on 160 
ballots. Mantle was second with 
18 firsts followed by Spahn 
with 14. On a basis of three 
points for first place, two for 
second and one for third, Maris 
collected 555 points, Hornung 
108, Spahn 95, Davis 79 and 
Mantle 77. 
Maris will receive the frater­ 
nal Order of the Eagles-Fred- 


erick C. Miller Trophy at a din­ 
ner in Milwaukee, Jan. 4. He is 
the first baseball player to win 
the trophy since Ted Williams 
in 1957. It was won last year 
by Rafer Johnson, the Olympic 
decathlon champion and world 
record holder. The year be­ 
fore it was Ingemar Johansson 
of Sweden, then world heavy­ 
weight boxing champion. 
Maris’ pursuit of the games’ 
m o s t cherished 
record 
— 
Ruth’s 60 home runs—swept 
the pennant races, expansion 
and the performances of the 
game’s other stars into the 
background. 


The deadline game set by 
Commissioner Ford Frick for 
breaking Ruth’s standard in 
154 decisions came on Sept. 20 
in Baltimore. In his second 
time at bat, Maris drove the 
ball over the right field fence 
for his 59th homer. He failed 
in two more tries to tie the 
mighty Bambino’s standard. 
Then, on Sept. 26, Maris hit 
No. 60. And in his final game 
of the regular campaign on 
Oct. 1, he belted a fastball into 
the right field stands in Yank­ 
ee Stadium off Boston’s Tracy 
Stallard for No. 61. 
Maris also recorded the most 


total bases in the league, 366 
and the most runs batted in, 
142. His batting average was j 
.269. 
Rounding out the first ten 
in the voting were Y. A. Tittle, 
veteran 
quarterback 
of the 
New York Giants; Whitey Ford, j 
25-game winning pitcher for 
the Yankees; Ralph Boston, j 
who set a world record in the I

cause he’s an Orbiting Satellite 
Carrying Amateur Radio. 
Others have heard Oscar but 
McCabe is considered best off 
in Marin County because of 
two things: He has the right 
equipment and he listens from 
“ ’way out in the middle of no­ 
where” as he describes his 
location. 
Waiting patiently, McCabe 
caught Oscar’s first “Hi!” at 
11:44 
a.m. 
Wednesday 
and 
heard it repeatedly until 11:48. 
(About that “Hi!”— it’s in code 
— four 
dots, 
two 
dots—and 
picked mostly to be distinc­ 
tive.) 
Next hearing was 94 minutes 
later 
when 
McCabe 
heard 
Oscar for eight minutes. 
Since then the pattern has 
become clear. 
Every half-day 
passage over Marin. Oscar can 
be heard three times with the 
middle time loudest and long­ 
est because he’s nearest over­ 
head, says McCabe. 
“He just pops suddenly over 
the horizon,” McCabe describes 
how the signals reach his ear- 


phones. Reception is “line of 
sight” like TV and FM. 
A lot can be learned from 
the way this signal comes in, 
McCabe says. There’s a pro­ 
nounced “Doppler effect,” for 
instance — approaching, t h e 
waves travel faster and the 
tone is louder, while departure 
means a lower tone as most 
folk have noticed in listening 
to train whistles. 
This can be 
worked out into quite accurate 
measurement of Oscar's speed. 


The speed seems to be great­ 
er than expected, and Oscar is 
warmer than 
was 
expected, 
too. 
McCabe says you can tell 
about the warmth by the fact 
that the signal sounds faster 
than expected. 
Moreover, the 
warmth is making the expected 
145 megacycles on the two- 
m eter band come about 20 kilo­ 
cycles lower. 
Oscar’s speed is also shown 
by the fact that he’s buzzing 
around a bit quicker than an­ 
ticipated. During Marin County 
daylight hours McCabe says 
Oscar moves north to south, 
during dark hours south to 
north.

People often ask me about 
children’s Christmas presents. 
In the old days I could answer 
them confidently. I was an 
authority on gifts.

Helpers Busy 


When small “ assistants” dog 
your footsteps during busy hol­ 
iday preparations, put them to 
work making molasses cookies 


Dough for this old-fashioned 
confecti^ unfairly childproof, 
it isn’t spoiled by overhandling, 
and it doesn’t stick to the 
hands or pastry board. 


Sift 2 cups of all-purpose 
flour. Then sift together the 
flour, Vz teaspoon each of salt, 
soda, and nutmeg, 1 teaspoon 
each of baking powder, ginger 
and ground cloves, and Vrz 
teaspoons of cinnamon. Cream 
together 14 cup each of short­ 
ening, sugar and unsulphured 
molasses. Add 1 egg yolk. Mix 
well. Stir in spice-flour mixture. 
Mix well. Chill. Roll dough Va 
inch thick on lightly-floured 
board or pastry cloth. Cut with 
5-inch gingerbread man cookie 
cutter. 
Place on ungreased 
cookie sheets. Bake 8 to 10 min­ 
utes in preheated 350-degree 
oven. Cool. 


Decorate w i t h ornamental 
frosting. Sift together IV4 cups 
of sifted confectioners’ sugar 
and % teaspoon of cream of 
tartar. Add 1 egg white and Va 
teaspoon of vanilla. Beat with a 
rotary or electric beater until 
frosting holds its shape. Cover 
with damp cloth until ready to 
use.

Third, pick relatively safe 
gifts. Remember your child's 
age and judgment. Every year

Uhem. Even skates are danger­ 
ous, in some situations. 


Pick the gift for the child. 
You know your children better 
than anyone. Don’t play favor­ 
ites. Each youngster needs to 
feel that you are fair.
